Hugh McGinley 
Dro wned In 
Flat Creek Sunday . 


WAS UNABLE TO SWIM.

H ugh E dw ard M.:Ginlev, 
o ldest 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Mike McGin- 
ley , Filth street and Harrison ave­ 
nue, was drowned at the swimming 
hole at the Flat creek dam, at 3 :45 
o ’clock Sunday afternoon, his body 
being recovered nearly 
one-half 
hour later. 
After the dinner hour, H ugh and 
his inseparable companion, 
Tom 
Hurley , drove out to the creek in 
the latter’s convey ance, and were 
accompanied by John Collins and 
A rthur Patton, in another vehicle. 
The four went in bathing, at 
which time there were a number 
of other boy s in the water, 
ail 
y ounger than the q uartette. 
There w^ere numerous stories in 
circulation Sunday evening in re­ 
gard to how the drow ning occur­ 
red, one being to the effect that 
H ugh had fallen off of a log and 
gone down to his death, because 
he was unable to swim, but the 
three companions who accompa­ 
nied him on the trip say that such 
was not the case. 
According to the 
Hurley and 
Collins lads, with whom a repre­ 
sentative of the 
D e m o c r a t 
c o n ­ 
versed, H ugh was in water, 
abo ut 
waist deep, when he stepped 
o ff 
into what is known among swim­ 
mers as “ the step'off hole.’’ 
He was not missed by his com­ 
panions for several minutes, and 
not then until a small boy , whose 
name was not learned, called out 
that one of the swimmers had gone 
down for the third time and 
was 
drowning. 
Instantly y oung Hurley caiied 
aloud, 
“ H ug h ! ” 
“ H ug h !” 
but 
there was no. response— instead, 
there was coostcrnation among the 
bathers. 
Messrs. 
Hurley , Patton 
and Collins made several dives- to 
the bottom of the creek, 
in the 
hope of locating the body , but 
to no purpose, and then dressed and 
w ent to the pum ping station after 
help. 
W m . Huerm an and Tim Clif­ 
ford responded, the former plung­ 
ing into the stream, and a few m in­ 
utes later the body was located and 
draw n from the water. 
Every thing possible was done to 
resuscitate poor H ugh, but 
the 
spark of life had fled, never again 
to return until 
the resurrection 
morn. 
In the meantime Tom Hurley 
had telephoned to his father, ap­ 
prising him of the drow ning and 
req uesting that a doctor be sent to 
the creek without delay . 
D r. F . A . W ood responded, in 
company with E dw ard Hurley , jr., 
and the trip to the dam was made 
in something like fifteen minutes, 
but medical aid availed naught. 
The scene at the McGinley home 
when the terrible news was con­ 
vey ed to the parents beggars de­ 
scription. 
It was the first death 
in a large family of children, and 
the heart-broken father and mother 
refused to be comforted. H ugh was 
his « parents’ idol, and their grief 
was truly sad to witness. 
A number of lady friends were 
scon doing all possible to console 
the mother and oldest daughter, 
Miss M ary , while M r. McGinley 


and a friend hastened to the creek, 
hoping against hope that pjssibiy 
the attention of a phy sician might 
bring the boy back to life. 
W hen Mr. McGinley reached the 
creek the body had been recovered, 
but life was extinct and nothing 
remained but to turn the corpse 
over to McLaughlin Bros., 
who 
took it first to their undertaking 
rooms, and then to the McGinley 
home, about 9 o’clock p. m. 
From the hour the news of the 
drowning was received until late 
in the night there was a constant 
stream of visitors at the family 
residence, all desirous of doing 
every thing possible for the be­ 
reaved parents in their terrible af­ 
fliction. 
No death that has occurred in 
Sedalia in y ears has called forth 
mare universal expressions of sor­ 
row than that of poor Hugh. 
He 
was 16 y ears of age the 27 th of 
last March, and was a prime fa­ 
vorite with all. 
He was born in 
Sedalia, attended Prospect school, 
going thence to the High school, 
which he q uit a few months ago to 
accept a clerkship in the store of 
McGinley Bros. 
W ith the patrons of the estab­ 
lishment he was deservedly popu­ 
lar. 
Good looking, 
intelligent, 
with a smile on his face and a 
cheery word for ail, it is not sur­ 
prising that the news of his un­ 
timely death was sorrowfully re­ 
ceived by all. 
W hen the Junior Knights of 
Father Mathew, a tempert^nce so­ 
ciety , was organized here, 
more 
than a y ear ago, Hugh was one of 
the charter members and was a reg­ 
ular attendant at its meetings. 
Of the dead boy it can truthful­ 
ly be said that neither a profane nor 
obscene word was ever heard to es­ 
cape his lips, and had he lived he 
gave every 
promise of proving a 
worthy successor to his honored 
father in the mercantile world. 
The burial service will be coti- 
ducted at Sacred Heart church at 
9 o’clock, sharp, Tuesday morning, 
and at the req uest of the family 
friends are asked to omit flowers.

The Kansas C ity papers, in com­ 
menting on the explosion of 
the 
Alton freight engine which killed 
Engineer George Gerew, say that 
low water in 
the 
boiler probably 
caused 
the 
explosion, 
says 
the 
Marshall Index. 
This may or may not have been 
the cause, but the A lton engineers 
think.such was not the case. They 
insist that the new type of boiler 
carries entirely 
too 
much steam, 
200 pounds 
to 
the 
square inch, 
which is nearly twice the amount 
carried by the ordinary type of en­ 
gines. 
Four engineers refused to go out 
on these engines when they were 
first put in service a few months 
ago, giving as their reasons that 
they did not believe 
the engines 
capable of 
carrying 
such a high 
pressure of steain. 
The four men 
were relieved of their jobs because 
they refused 
to 
do 
the work as­ 
signed to them. 
The new engine is 
a 
Baldwin 
mogul weighing 1^4,000 pounds, 
and one of about a dczen recently 
sent to the Kansas City’- 
division. 
This new style of 
engine 
is 
the 
largest ever seen 
on any road 
in 
the west and has never been 
re­ 
ceived with favor by the railroad 
men. Its great size not only makes 
it very difficult 
to 
fire, but 
its 
weight is so great and it stands up 
so high on the track, that the en­ 
gineers are usually afraid of them. 
The explosion and the killing of 
the engineer will not add in the 
least to their favor.
